To the Senate itnd Iloiiae of Itepresentatives of tbe Coiimion wealth 
of I'ennBvlviinia: 

((entleiiien: Herewith, as required by the act of Assembly, is pre- 
sented the Keport of the Soldiers' Orphans Schools <;onimi88ion hav- 
ing charge of the proper conduct of the schools authorized by the 
law of the Slate. This report will show the condition of the schools 
foi- the year ending May :U 1005. 

May ;ilst, iy04, there were 950 pupils enrolled, and on May 31st, 
iyi)5, the rolls contained S«5, a decrease in that period of fij. Thia 
includes the forty-first year of the schools, and the sixteenth year 
under the mauagenienl of the (Jomiuission. 

During the past school year there has been no epidemic of disease. 
Of course there is always more or less sickness, and always will be, 
among children congregated as w<' have them in the schools, and that 
we have been enabled to escape the different epidmics of disease 
which have swept over the Htate from time to time can be credited 
to the watchfulness and care shown by the employes of the different 
schools. 

The action of the State in continuing these schools for all the 
years since the close of the w^ir has been, in the judgment of this 
commission, a wise and commendable one. When we stop to con- 
sider that there have iaeen nearly :iO,(HHI boys and girls educated 
and cared for in these schools, many of whom now fill honorable and 
responsible iwsitions, we cannot help but declare that this grand 
old Commonwealth of Pennsylvania is true to her sons who offeied 
their lives to protect her honor and integrity. 

The children coming into the schools now are very young, and as 
we have before stated, it must necessarily be some years before they 
ciin be finally discharged. That means the uliimate concentration of 
Jill the children at the Industrial School at Scotland, Franklin 
county. Pa. At this school they can be taught some things which 
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v-ill aid them in tiif battle of this life. The boys and girls work in 
llie printing office, tlie tailoring department and in the laundry. 
Hoys are also employed in the wood-working department, machine 
iihop, engine looni, and learning thp nitricaeies of electricity and 
farming. The girls are instructed in honsework and dressmaking; 
and boys and girls are taught telegraphy, typewriting and stenog- 
raphy. Many of the pupils who have graduated from the schools 
are employed in the different lailway offices, telegraph offices, and 
in business offices throughout the Htate. 

In each of the three schools military training is given the boys 
and they are then taught the value or discipline and obedience, 
which, in the struggle of life, is of paramount importance. 

Farms are also attached to each school, upon which is raised a 
large portion of th(> vegetables used, such as potatoes, corn, onions, 
tTC.

The members of the commission, all of whom are members of the 
(jrand Army of the Kepnblic, desire, at this time, to express to the 
IjCgislature, and through them, to the people of the State, their 
appreciation of the patriotic spirit that has kept alive this wise and 
beneficent system. It is an autlioritive declaration to all who may 
follow that Pennsylvania never tires in performing a patriotic duty. 
While it has cost money to continue this system, yet to the minds of 
the members of this commission, the State could expend no money 
which will bring hack a greater reward in the future than that of 
caring for the children who may be unfortunate enough not to have 
the care or protection of iKirents and friends. If left to wander and 
grow up witlwut some discipline being enforced, in after years it 
would bring about such a state of affairs in society that it would 
cost the State more money in providing reformatory and correctional 
institutions than it has done to provide these homes. We do not 
mean to say tiy this that this class of children is confined exclusively 
to those of the soldiers of the War of the Kebellion, but they 
belong to all classes of society. 

In eoDclusion. gentlemen, the commission makes an earnest re- 
<)ue8t of the members of the Ijegislature, th;' Grand Army of the Re- 
public, the clergy, members of the press, and in fact citizens in all 
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the walks of life to visit tbese institutions and see for themselves 
what this commission is endeavoring to do for those committed to 
their charge. Attached hereto you will find the tabulated state- 
ments of all matter connected with the schools, which will give, in 
detail, all the information ae to the conduct of the schools that may 
be desired.

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To the Honorable Commission of Soldiers' Oilipans' Schools: 

In presenting the sixth annual report to the Ooinmission your In- 
spe<'tress notes with iih'iisurt' the fact that the ordinary routine of 
the various schools has not bt'cii interrupted by any general sicknesB 
nor disaster of any kind, but that the management throu};h the 
entire year has sim])ly refleeted tlie systeinatie inovemeiits of a well 
balanced organization. The very fait of a la<k of novelty and of any 
unusual exeitement is in itself a higli tribute to the efficieney of the 
present methods vf fioverning the schools. 

It is more es])eoiaIly within the i)rovince of this report to call 
attention to the benefits reeeived by the female pupils in the Indus- 
trial Department. The girls who hnve learned telegi'apby, type- 
writing, tailoring, prititing, dressmaking and general sewing and 
mending have been enabled at the close of their terms to enter upon 
lives of usefulness. While, however, these technical studies have 
an unmistakable value, there still remains one branch to which the 
attention of the Commission might he attracted with profit, namely: 
the branch of Domestic Science. The probable fate of the majority 
of the girls who leave the institution is to marry. Hence, the advisa- 
bility of more attention being given to household studies, to the art 
of cooking, the management of food and its economies, and the 
cares of the household. Such knowledge might be imparted by the 
establishment of a Department of Domestic Science and Economy. 
The precedent of such a department has been established' in various 
institutions throughout the country, and the results have been such 
as to encourage the teaching of the domestic arts. In all large insti- 
tutions of this kind, where the children are detailed to such duties 
as involve a knowledge of the kitchen, the preparation of food in 
immense quantities strikes their attention. They can form no ade- 
quate conception of the value of these immense food product's. It 
would seem to Ik' well for them to be made acquainted with the 
prices, the value and the details of such articles as figure in the 
consumption of an ordinary home, and the lessons of economy thus 
inculcated, and the methods of utilizing smnll quantities, might bear 
good fruits in the way of the proper management of their own 
homes. This forms an additional reason for the organization of a 
distinct Department of Domestic Science as already suggested. 

Among the subjects which have attracted the attention of the 
Commission during the present year is that of the care of the ex- 
tremely youthful children. This class exists in all the schools. It ia 
doubtful whether in eases where the children fere under five years 
of age, that their condition warrants their subjection to very strict 
discipline. The female children are already under the supervision 
of matrons, but the male infants appear to equally need the tender 
care of women rather than the surveillance of the male officials. 
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They should be separated from the larger pupils at alt times, and 
released in a great degree from the observauee of rules applicable 
to those of more mature years. This suggestion involves no reflec- 
tion upon those who have hitherto had the care of the children, but 
is recommended as an advance step which would practically be a 
relief to the male offtcials by substituting the women matrons to 
the care of the infants. 

It is not deemed necessary in this report to enlarge upon the de- 
tails which are better supplied by the exhaustive papers from the 
different departments. The fact remains that the duties of the In- 
spectress have in no ways been hampered or circumscribed by the 
Commission or Executive Officers, and that every facility has been 
offered for her examinations. Whatever might seem to have been 
prejudicial to the health and comfort of the children under her super- 
vision has received attention. No beaten path baa been followed, nor 
anycustom tolerated which would interfere with a close inspection. 
The word "inspection" has in her eyes a distinct meaning, and carries 
with it a heavy degree of responsibility. The task is not always an 
agreeable one. To enter upon the countless phases of the different 
examinations is impossible, but it is not impossible to art upon each 
case as it arises, with due regard to the health and comfort of the 
wards of the State, The manner in which the Commission itself 
has invited the closest criticism is perhaps the best evidence that its 
work has been conducted with the utmost i-egard for the care and 
protection of the children.

To the CommiBsioD of Soldiers' Orphans Schools, Harriaburg, PeiiD- 
sylvania: 

Gentlemen : The past year has been one of progress in every de- 
partment of the schools. I think I can honestly say that in no way 
have we gone backward. The general discipline has been good and 
the work has been condncted with noticeable harmony. Good 
health and cleanly and well disinfected hospitals have been the 
result of the care taken by the Commission and those in charge of 
the schools, only one death occurring during the year. Our attend- 
ance has shown a decrease of G') during the year and shows a 
total of 332 girls and 553 boys, 885 in all. 

The school rooms have been well looked after and the work is 
full of progress and interest. Our teachers keep up to the times and 
are continually finding new things of interest to add to the routine 
work. The buildings are carefully ventilated and the grounds well 
taken care of. Many of the buildings being old need constant re- 
pairing but this is promptly attended to by the Commission, who 
keep well in touch with the schools. In all, the general state of the 
schools is extremely satisfactory and gratifying. 

Our schools being military in character, the regular routine of this 
military training exerts an influence over the lives of the boys. 
The drill not only gives this training, but promotes physical strength 
and development, and affords healthful exercise. It is our purpose 
to teach courtesy among the children as it is indispensible to disci- 
pline; and we insist on all occasions upon having proper respect for 
teachers and all others with whom the children come in contact. 
While correct military discipline is insisted upon we also endeavor 
that kindness shall pervade every department of the school. The 
children have specified hours for study and are trained to habits of 
industry, and receive religious and moral instruction each day of 
the week, and Sunday schools on each Sabbath, 

During a visit to one of the schools I accompanied the 'Military 
Instructor through the dormitories when the boys were going to 
bed. They were very orderly and quiet. The smaller boys, who 
occupy one of the dormitories, repeated a prayer in concert on their 
knees just before going to bed. I was much impressed with the 
scene and believe it will live in the memory of these boys in after 
life. The kindness and sympathy of the matrons fill to a marked 
degree the place of mothers to the orphans. 

When the boys are transferred from the Chester Springs and the 
Jumonville Schools to the Industrial School they select one of the 
trades taught there. The idea is impressed upon the children that 
on«e having made a choice of a trade they should try to stick to 
that choice. I have often been surprised at the wonderful progress 
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the children make in their ditferent trades in the short time alloted 
to them — about two years. 

In my talke to the children I have endeavored to impress upon 
them the importance of cultivating the habit of self-reliance. 

Hon. Thad. M. Mahon, a member of the Coramiasion, in his addree.- 
to the children at the Chester Springs Oomraencement, said among 
other things: "Children, if you wish to succeed in life, try to help 
yourselves." And in reference to the flag, he said, "The flag has not 
gone anywhere but what honor sind patriotism followed." And 
Hon. Jacob C, Btineman said, among cither things, "I believe the 
Soldiers' Orphan Schools are better to-day than they have ever been 
before." Captain K, H. Holgate, another member of the Commission, 
said, That during the war of the Rebellion we had a noble Gover- 
nor, Andrew G. Curtin, the author and founder of the Soldiers' 
Orphan Bcbools. The grandest benefaction in the history of any 
State or Nation. 

The officers and non-commissioned officers are selected by the 
Military Instructors of each school, from the boys who have been 
most studious and soldier-like in the performance of their duties, 
and the most tidy in appearance. These officers are required to aid 
the Military Instructors in the maintenance of discipline, and to re- 
port to them any violations of the rules of the schools. The fact that 
the officers among the boys are intrusted with this responsibility by 
the Military Instructors, increase their manliness of bearing, and 
tends to make them less dependent and more self-reliant. 

Extract from the report of Comrades C. C. Faucet and C. Lee 
Hurst, a committee appointed by the Allegheny County G. A. R. 
Association, to visit the Soldiers' Orphan School at Uniontown. 

The State Inspector, Major S. Vi. Willauer, accompanied us 
through all the departments; were shown every courtesy and privi- 
lege to see and learn all the facilities for the proper management and 
care of these orphan children. The sleeping rooms are large and 
well ventilated, heated by steam and supplied with iron bedsteads. 
They have good mattresses and plenty of clothing. 

Next the wash and bath rooms, here each child has a number and 
a hook on which to hang his towel, also a place to hang his clothes. 
No child is permitted to use other than his own towel, tooth or hair 
brush. 

The kitchen, dining room, laundry, school rooms, chapel, and 
church were all visited and our honest conviction is, the management 
are deserving of the highest praise for the excellent manner in 
which they care for the orphan children of the men who sacrificed so 
much to save the flag and honor of our country. 

Everywhere in all departments, we witnessed nothing but good 
conduct and deportment of the children. The neat order in which 
the buildings are kept, as well as the grounds surrounding them. 

At 5.30 p. m. Major Willauer invited us to accompany him on his 
inspection to the dining hall, where we found every table clean, in 
viting and loaded with good and wholesome food such as would 
tempt the appetite of any healthy person. 

The discipline is firm and rigid, yet so full of tender love, that 
the friends of those entrusted to the care of this school, ought indeed 
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to be thankful. The children have great respect for the teachers 
and managers of the school. 

Your committee received the greatest courtesy and cordial wel- 
come by all connected with the aeliool; out visit will linger in 
memory as one of pleasure and delight. 

A committee from McCall Post, No. 31, of West Chester, visited 
the Cheater Springs School at the commencement, and reported great 
satisfaction with the school and all they saw, among other things 
they said, "It seems to our committee that everything is being done 
for the children (both boys and girls) of this school that can be done; 
that there is a wise and efficient administration. 

"The exercises in the afternoon and in the evening were probably 
equal to any given by the public schools of our borough. Some of 
the exhibitions given by the children were much above the average," 
There was present, probably the largest delegation of Grand 
Army men that ever visited this school at any annual entertainment. 
We can speak in the highest terms of the children and of the man- 
ner in which the afTairs of the school are conducted. 

The Are drills are still practiced sufficiently to enable the military 
instructors to handle the boys at times when excitement might occnr 
in case of flre or other excitement. The value of this fire drill has 
been clearly proven iu the several fires we have had at the Chester 
Springs and Industrial Schools; not a single child was injured — their 
attention being attracted during the fire drill, they did not realize 
the danger they were in, and were in complete control of the oflBcera 
in charge. 

The Industrial School News continues to be a very interesting 
paper; it is printed by the boys and girls of the school, and ha« a 
large circulation, and is rapidly becoming the popular G. A. B. 
paper of the State. 

The Class Day exercises were held on Tuc-sday, June 20th, at the 
Industrial School, when thirty-two pupils were presented with 
diplomas by Dr. M. H. Reaser, President of Wilson College, Cham- 
bersburg. He also presented the prizes to the winners. 

At the closing of the year I wish to express to each and every 
one in charge of the work of the schools my sincere thanks for the 
desire which I have found everywhere manifest to give me the fullest 
opportunity for inspection, and to tell them thait I have been pleased 
with the honorable pride shown by them in their willingness to have 
everything seen and inspected. This willingness I beg to suggest 
to the members of the commission is the best proof of the healthy 
condition of the schools and I desire to commend the commission 
for making it possible and to thank them for their courtesies to me 
during the past year.

SOLDIERS' ORPHAN SCHOOL, CHESTER SPRINGS. 



Chester Springs, Pa., June 30th, 1905. 
Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, HarrisburfC, Pa.: 

Gentlemen: I hereby submit the fifteenth annual report of the 
Chester Springs Soldiers' Orphan School. 

June 30th, 10(14. thcro wore 32(1 pupils on the roll. During the 
year there has been addod 01 on order, making a total for the year 
387. During llie same period, there were discharged, on age, 27; on 
order, 1, and by transfer to the Industrial School at Scotland, Pa., 
59; total discharged, 87- Add to this the loss of one by death, the 
entire loss is 88, leaving on the roll, June 30th, 1905, 299 pupils. 

With the exception of two cases of scarlet fever, and two of 
diphtheria, which by immediate isolation were prevented from being 
communicated to others, no serions illness has visited our school 
during the year. The death referred to, was duo to tuberculosis, 
with which I am sure the child must have been afflicted when ad- 
mitted. 

One of our pupils, (a colored boy), Joseph Krunkleton, of Cham- 
bersburg, in spite of the most skillful efforts of our physician, sup- 
plemented by treatment during several months at the Wills' Eye, 
and St. Joseph's hospitals, has heeome almost totally blind, and will 
undoubtedly lose his sight. 

With the approval of the property committee, improvements have 
been made in several of the buildings. 

The papering and painting of the dining-room, transformed it from 
a dark and gloomy into an attractive, pleasant and most inviting 
place. In the boys' wash-room, a cement floor replaced the old worn 
out wooden one. New cement Hoors were also laid in the engine 
rooms of the steam plant and laundry. The boys' old No. 10 was 
torn away, a new room built in which were placed 10 new, up-to-date 
flush-closets, with urinals cleansed by an automatic flush tank. 

The various holiday seasons were appropriately observed. The 
religious services have been of the same character as heretofore 
reported. 

K is with satisfaction that I refer to the work done in all depart- 
ments during the past year, in the education and training of the 
children. The manner in which they passed their examinations, and 
acquitted themselves, the boys in their military drills and evolutions 
and the girls in marching and calisthenics, not only demonstrated 
this, but merited the words of praise and the hearty applause they 
received at our annual commencement exercises, and attested the 
fact that the work of the year had been eminently auccssful. That 
success was accomplished by the united, harmonions efforts of all. 
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Were it not for the fact tbat I have been officially limited as to 
Bpaoe, I would like to mention in u'ords of praise, the name of each 
individual, toaclior and employe. Many of them were referred to by 
members of your body at our commencement. 

In accordance with his custom^ Mr. SteeB, 6f Pliiladelphia, who ift 
intensely interested in the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, presented gold 
medals to each of the two pupils attaining the highest averages in 
their respective grades, and Mr. Kooiis, also of Philadelphia, pre- 
sented a silver medal to the pupil attaining the next highest average. 
The medals were accordingly given in their respective order to 
Christine Feige, of Lancaster; Daniel Garrahan, of McAdoo, and 
Elizabeth Lyman, of Hazleton. 

1 cannot close this report without referring to the gratification 
felt by the superintendent and staff, at the interest manifested by 
the presence of so many at our "annual." On the part of the Com- 
mission, General L. G. McCanley, Col. B. H. Hoigate, Col. James V- 
Morrieon and Senator J. C. Stineman, with their good wives, and 
Hon. T. M. Mahon and Hon. John H. Eiebel, Charles A. Suydam, a. 
A. G., and J. Henry Holcomb, of Departmpnt Headquarters, were 
also here. Delegations from Posts of Wes( Chester, Coatesville, 
Downingtown, Phocnixville and Kennett Square, many of them ac- 
companied by their wives, were present and most cordially welcomed. 

The Inspector, Maj. Willauer, and Inspectress, Mrs. L. P. Swentzel, 
were welcome guests. 

The joy of the occasion was not unmixed with sadness. 'He whose 
presence is always expected and ever welcome, and whose voice all 
are always delighted to hear, was absent, and the sadness was in- 
tensified by the thought that, that instead of being present to add to, 
and take part in the festivities of the occasion, 'Col. Sample was 
lying on a bed of sufEering. 

To the members of the Commission, words are inadequate to ex- 
press to you how much I appreciate your uniform kindness and 
courtesy. Nothing that would in any way contribute to the comfort 
of pupil or employe, was ever refused, while many things which 
were calculated to please and make all happier and more contented, 
were 'sent to -us unsolicited.

Gentlfmen: I beg herewith to submit Ihe thirty -ninth annual 
report of the Uuiontown t^oldiers' Orphan School. 

The number of children on the roll at close of last fiscal yeai', 
ended May ;{1. 11)04, was .t^a. During the year there have been 
admitted on order 38, making tlie toljil number on the roll during 
the year ended May 31, 1905. 3<)1. There have been discharged on 
age 15, by order of the C-omiuission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools 5, 
by transfer to the Soldiers' Orphan Industrial School 68— there has 
been one death— onr total losses during the year, 98. Our losses over 
our accessions have therefore been 51, leaving the number on th:' 
roll at close of the year, May 31, 11M)5, 272, of which number 180 are 
boys, and !t2 girls. 

The general health of the school has been good during the year. 
There were, however, a number of cases of srarletina, none of which 
proved fatal, and left uo bad results in any case. 

We were not so fortunate in the treatment of diphtheria, which 
threatened to assume an epidemic form, and we regret to note the 
death of one pupil, Fred H. Cooney, which occurred December 29, 
1904, from heart failure, the result of diphtheria. 

That the fatalities were so few considering the number of chil- 
dren affected bears evidence to the generally good physical con- 
dition of the children, and the care and skill exercised by our school 
physician, Dr. C. H. I/a Clair, and our efficient nurse. Miss Lida M. 
Victor. 

The general deportment of the children has been for the most 
part commendable. Breaches of discipline have not been frequent 
or of a serious character, and in view of all the circumstances, the 
conduct of the children has been surprisingly good. 

An unusually large number of changes took place at the beginning 
and throughout the term in Hie personnel of the faculty of the 
school. 

Three new teachers, a new matron, new military instructor, three 
new assistant matrons, and changes in other departments, altogether 
almost one-half of the entire force were newcomers, most of them 
without previous experience in orphan school work. We w<>re for 
two months without the services of a military instructor, and three 
different persons filled the position of matron during the year. Not- 
withstanding thes(' disadvantageous circumstances the work of the 
school went on without any apparent detriment. These, and other 
circumstances made the work very burdensome and trving to the 
management of the institution, hut the results of tiie vear's work 
compare favorably with those of former years. 

It is but just to say that these results were only possible by the 
loyal sympathy and support of practically the entire institution, 
teachers, employes and children alike. 
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Home iiupurtaiit improvciiicnts have been made duriDg the past 
jfar. Almost an entirely uew water works has been installed, in- 
cluding a substantial stone puiup house, new Worthington pump, 
a fifty horse power upright boiler, and 2,300 feet of three inch pipe 
running from pump house to the reservoir. The main buildings 
of the school were painted, floors laid in a number of the rooms, 
and general repairs made which put the projierty of the school in 
first class condition. A one story shed covering the bake oven was 
torn down and in its place a two story building erected, the upper 
floor of which is used as a band room. As the school rooms were 
formerly used for band practice, this new building has added much 
to our convenience as well as to the appearance of the property. 
The educational department has been under the efficient care of 
Prof. H. E. (irea«, assisted by capable assistants. We believe that 
this department ih in excellent condition. The children have shown 
great interest in their studies and have made commendable progress. 

As in former years much attention has been given to nature 
studies. This has a tendency to cultivate a love for nature and 
to Improve the powers of observation, at the same time imparting 
valuable information. 

There being so very many young cliildren in the school, the primary 
teachers have adopted many of the kindergarten methods, and 
have kept little hands busy and little minds interested in weaving, 
tracing and drawing. The specimens of the children's work in this 
department made a very creditable display at the annual examin- 
ation. 

The walls of the chapel room were adorned with lithograph pic- 
tures of birds and animals, and with portraits of America's states- 
men and poets and some scenes from sacred history, becomingly 
grouped according to subject, which brighten up the walls of the 
school hall, and are a constant source of pleasure and profit to the 
pupils. 

We lose one of our teachers with the close of the school term. 
Miss Janette Wishart, ivho resigns to accept a iKisition at her own 
home. Miss Wishart is a lady of fine character and an excellent 
teacher, much beloved by tlie little children under her care. 

Our annual examinations took place on the 12th day of June. 
There were but two members of the l.'ommission present, Capt. R. 
H, Holgate and lion, John H. Riebel, accompanied hy Capt. W. J. 
George, chief clerk of the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, 
and Maj. R, O. Willauer, State Inspector of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Clark and daughter, Mildred, were guests of the 
Commission. A committee of the G. A, B. Association of Alle- 
gheny county, consisting of Mr, C. C. Faucett and Mr. J, IjCe Hurst, 
also spent th(' day with us, and weiv shown through every depart- 
ment of the school, and were interested witnesses of all the various 
exercises of the day. These n-presentatives of the Grand Army made 
a careful examination into every department of the institution, 
mingled freely with the children, made notes of their careful obser- 
vations which they embodied in a report to the Allegheny County 
G. A, B. Association. We trust that their impressions of the 
school may be given a wider circulation. These gentlemen are 
cordially invited to repeat their visit.

The exercises of "Commencement" Day were the usual military 
and calesthenic drills, and evening entertainment. The military 
department is under the charge of Capt. R. E. Banner, of Co. H, 85th 
Kegiment, assisted by Cadet Major H. R. Cross. Although the bat- 
talion had not been organized prior to the coming of Capt. Banner, 
March 1, 1905, the boys acquitted themselves with credit. The other 
exercises were also of like creditable character. 

We have passed successfully another milestone of our journey. 
It is now 39 years on the coining Wtl\ of September since this insti- 
tution was opened by the reception of the first pupil, at old Madison 
College building in Uniontown. 

For thirty-one years we have occuiiied this site, at Jumonville, 
on Laurel Bidge, o£ the Allegheny mountains. No more healthful 
or beautiful spot can be found anywhere for such an institution. 

The committee of G. A. R. Posts in their report expressed the 
wish, often uttered by others, that when the beneficent work of 
the Commonwealth in behalf of the orphan children of the her 
soldiers shall have been ended, the State may throw around other 
unfortunate and deserving wards the strong arm of her protection 
and gather them here to train them into intelligent- and useful 
citisenship. We close the record of the year with the sense of 
satisfaction that the mariner feels when he has anchored in a quiet 
harbor after a sometimes peaceful, sometimes troublous voyage. 
Though buffeted often with dirfy and disagreeable weather and 
vicious squalls, we have endeavored to keep the needle true to the 
pole star of duty and fidelity to the interests of these children 
committed to our care.

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the tentfi annual report at 
the Soldiers' Orphunij 'Jndustiial School and accompany same with 
the reports of my priucipal subordinates. 

The work of the past year, like that of all the preceding years 
during my incumbency of the office of superintendent, which began 
July 1st, 1900, has been of a most satisfactory character. The 
pupils have all been happy and contented, and the great majority 
of them have seemed anxious to improve the opportunities here given 
them to fit themselves for the battle of life. 

The enactment of a law at the recent session of the Legislature 
giving the Commission the authority to retain deserving pupils, or 
pupils who have no homes, in this school until they shall have 
arrived at the age of eighteen years, will moat assuredly be produc- 
tive of good results. Already about forty of our most pi-omising 
boys and girls, now nearing the age of sixteen, have made applica- 
tion for retention under the act. That they are doing this voluntar- 
ily, after each having had several years' experience in the schools, 
shows conclusively that they are well satisfied with their surround- 
ings, and that they fully appreciate all that the State is doing for 
them. 

Members of the Commission have visited us frequently during the 
year and have at all times seemed most anxious to lend all the 
assistance in their power toward the improvement of our sur- 
roundings and a higher degree of efficiency in our school work. 

To these gentlemen and all those directly connected with the 
institution in an official capacity is due a very large share of the 
credit of making this school the model one of its kind, not only in 
our own State but in the country at large. 

Thanking one and all for the encouragement, the loyalty and the 
support which have made my duties both easy and pleasant during

My Dear Sir: The following is a report of the bahd for the year 
that has jnst closed: 

I organized the band September 3rd, with thirty -five (35) members; 
of this number fourteen, (14) were new. We had two rehearsals 
daily, except Saturday. 

Our first engagement away from home was at Chambersburg iu 
October, where we furnished music for a fi. A, E. reunion. Our 
next trip away was when we played for the riding tournament, given 
for the benefit of the Chambersburg Hospital, in November, The 
boys were highly complimented on this occasion. We gave a num- 
ber of concerts at the school during the winter, and also furnished 
all the music for outdoor drills and calisthenica. The band filled en- 
gagements at Chambersburg on Memorial Day and also at Middle 
Springs on the occasion of the decoration of the graves of soldiers 
and the unveiling of the monument in which many distinguished 
people took part.

My Dear Sir: I Ii'ave tlie honor to lieiewith hand you a report of 
the services rendered to tlie ehiidren at the Industrial School, by 
me, us physician during the year. Miss Katherine Clarke, trained 
nurse, of Chamber sburg, I'a., was in char^'e at the hospital. There 
was less sickness among the ciiildren this year than any preceding 
one since I have been physician to the School. The general health 
of the children was good. No epidemic occurred during the year. 
One cast of diphtheria followed by acute nephritis and one exagger- 
ated ease of chorea caused more anxiety than any other cases 
treated; the first made a complete recovery and the other was much 
improved when he went to his home at vacation. 

In view of the fact that smallpox has been epidemic throughout 
Pennsylvania during the year, I want to recommend that soon after 
the children return in September they be vaccinated j also that the 
small brick house along the road leadiug from Scotland to Cham- 
bersburg, on t!ie school grounds, and which is now vacant, be fitted 
up and ready at any tinu' to be used as a contagious or isolateil 
hospital. Another year has passed and it is gratifying to be able to 
report that no deaths have occurred at our school. 

As usual my work has been pleasant, and I thank all who helped 
make it easy and effectual.

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EDUCATIONAL AND MILITARY DEPARTMENTS. 



Scotland, Pa., June 30, 1905. 

Capt. George W. Skinner, Superintendent Soldiers' Orphans' Indus- 
trial School, Scotland, i*a.: 

Dear Sir: I herewith submit the ninth annual report of the Edu- 
cational, Military, Stenography and Telegraphy Departments. 

With the same corps of competent instructors, the same curricu- 
lum and the advantage of another yeai-'s valuable experience, school 
opened September 1, 11)04, under most favorable circumstances. By 
means of frequent reviews and thoiough examinations held quar- 
terly, the pupils were closely graded. The individual needs of each 
student were sought out by the instructors and a special effort made 
to strengthen and help where help and encouragement were most 
needed. A personal supervision of the evening study period enabled 
each teacher to do this most effectively. 

Special exercises, in which the pupils took active and willing 
part, were used to celebrate all the national holidays. Frequent 
entertainments were given during the year by the pupils under the 
direction of the teachers. We are under obligations to members 
of the Commission and many other distinguished visitors for inter- 
esting and instructive talks from time to time during the year. 

The regular evening chapel and Sunday morning Sabbath school 
exercises were continued without interruption. Rev. Hughes, of 
Scotland, and other ministers of the vicinity furnished regular 
preaching during the year. The local Christian Endeavor Society con- 
ducted by the girls of the school continues prosperous. 

Early in the year Charles H. Magee, of Philadelphia, offered two 
handsome gold watches as prizes to the boys and girls who would 
make the highest general averages in school work during the school 
term. Catharine Deuworth and John Hughes won these prizes. 
Elizabeth Stewart and William Garris won the silver watches of- 
fered as second prizes. 

The graduating class of 1905 was composed of twelve girls and 
twenty boys. The diplomas and prizes were presented by Dr. M. H, 
Reaser, President of Wilson College, at the close of the class exer- 
cises, June 20th. 

Stenography and Telegraphy Department. 

The Stenography and Telegraphy Department fully demonstrates 
the wisdom of requiring a higher entrance standard by sending out 
probably the most thorough class in its history. A number of the 
pupils had positions offered them before graduation. Two new 
typewriters were added to the equipment of this department. Th-s 
introduction of both double and sigle key-board machines tn^ether 
with instruction in touch typewriting has materially broadened the 
scope of this line of work. 
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Military and Physical Culture. 

The worl; of the Military and Physical Culture Departments has 
been faithfully performed. All drills, ceremonies, aud exercises 
were eyatematically learned by the pupils, and were of unquestioned 
value to the discipliuo, mental and physical training sought. The 
exhibition drills of the year were numerous and of a high standard. 

The greater part of the actual work necessary to prepare these 
classes was done by the assistant military instructor, the assistant 
matron and their willing and efficient helpers among the boy and 
girl oflflcers. 

Athletic sports were never in a more Nourishing condition. The 
foot-ball and base-ball teams were an honor to the institution, and 
the latter left behind a record that will not soon be surpassed. 

Our athletic fields are among the best in the valley and the 
equipment for clean healthy sport unsurpassed. The benefits of 
the above are not confined to the "Varsity" teams but excellent 
privileges are extended to every pupil in school. The tennis and 
croquet courts usually run full capacity. 

The loss of all the officers as well as a number of non-commis- 
sioned oflflcers will necessitate a complete reorganization of the bat- 
talion early in September.

Sir: I have the honor to liorfwith submit the tenth annual report 
of the ladustrial DepartnK'nts of flic Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial 
Srhool, Scotland, Pa. 

There has been no material change in the methods of inatruetion 
OP equipment in any of the industrial departments. The pupils, as 
a rule, have applied thcmwlveB to their duties and have made a 
record for efitcienev fiill.v up to that attained in any previous year 
in the history of the school. 

There have been three changes in the list of employes in the past 
year; Miss Ilattie Beaver, in charge of the mending room and Miss 
Bertha Gollar, laundress, having resigned; Miss Sallie McKibbin 
was appointed to take charge of the mending room, and Miss Mary 
E. Hayne, assistant matron, has temporarily filled the position of 
laundress; both have given perfect satisfaction in their work, 

Mr. Joseph Edgar, a practical plumber, was appointed to take 
charge of the sewage system, and to assist in any plumbing repairs 
required about the buildinp;s. His work has been satisfactory in 
every way and the sewage system is in ilrst class condition. 

All repairs to the buildings, as directed by the Commission have 
been completed. The wood work on all the building has been re- 
paired where needed and the administration building painted inside 
and outside, one, two or three coats as required. The laundry and 
industrial building one coat outside. The plastering in the admin- 
istration building was repaired, all cracks closed and all inside walls 
given three coats of alabastine, except basements, kitchen and 
bakery which were painted in oil paint. 

A new cedar tank was placed in the tower, and tank and tower 
given two coats of best metallic paint. 

All easement windows, forty in all, have been changed to pivot 
windows. 

All the hnildings, machinery, heating and lighting systems are in 
first class condition.

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LAWS REGULATING SCHOOLS. 



ACT OF 1867. 



To provide for the oontinuance of the education aud maintenance 
of the destitute orphans of the deceased soldiers and sailors, and 
the destitute children of permanently disabled soldiers and sailors 
of the State. 

Whereas, Several considerable appropriations have been expended, 
for the proper education and maintenance of the destitute children 
of the men of Pennsylvania, who died in defense of the Union during 
the late rebellion; 

And whereas, it is incumbent upon the State to continue this pro- 
vision for those children who are now hers; 

And whereas, The experience thus far acquired, in the perform- 
ance of this duty, now enables the Legislature to regulate, by statute, 
the large discretionary powers heretofore exercised in the premises; 
therefore. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the Governor of this Common- 
wealth is hereby authorized and required to appoint by, and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, a State Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans, for three years, from and after the date of said appoint- 
ment, to be subject to removal, for cause, as other officers appointed 
in liiie manner, are now, whose office shall be at Harrisburg, whose 
salary shall be the same as that of the State Superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools, and necessary traveling expenses, and who shall give 
bonds, with three sureties, to he approved by the Auditor General, 
and filed in the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, in the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars, for the faithful performance of his 
duties; the Superintendent shall have power to appoint one clerk 
and the Governor one male inspector and examiner, and one female 
assistant, each at a salary not exceeding one hundred dollars per 
month, and necessary traveling expenses, to inspect and examine the 
Soldiers' Orphan Schools hereinafter provided for: Provided, That 
said Superintendent shall not, during the period of his superinten- 
dency, have any pecuniary interest in any of the said orphans' 
schools. 

Section 2. That the State Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans is 
hereby authorized and empowered to contract with the trustees, pro- 
prietors, or principals of institutions now employed as soldiers' or- 
phans' homes and schools, possessing such good and sufficient accom- 
modation as said Superintendent may approve, and of such other like 
institutions as may be necessary for the proper care, and main- 
tenance and education, at the expense of the State, and until the age 
of sixteen years of the destitute orphan children of all such deceased 
7—15—1905 
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Boldiei-a and sailors, citizens of PennsylvaDia, and Boldiera wbo have 
served in Pennaylvania regiments, as have died in the service of the 
United States, in the late war to suppress the rebellion: Provided, 
That the Superintendent may require that institutions receiving sol- 
diers' orphans over ten years of age shall have not less than twenty 
acres of tillable land, and accommodations for not less than one 
hundred and fifty soldiers' orphans, except the Lincoln Institution, in 
the city of Philadelphia: And provided further, That said Superin- 
tendent of Soldiers' Orphans shall establish at least one snch institu- 
tion for the reception of soldiers' orphans over the age of ten yearfi 
within one year after the passage of this act, in each of the twelve 
Normal school districts, now provided for by law, if, in the opinion 
of said Superintendent, the Governor concurring, the same shall be 
required and practicable: And provided further. That in no case 
shall the State become liable, in any manner, for the cost of erecting, 
repairing, or furnishing any of the institutions employed as Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools. 

Section 3. That the State Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans ia 
hereby authorized to receive conveyances and transfers of the cus- 
tody, care and conti-ol, for all the purposes of education and main- 
tenance, till their arrival at the age of sixteen years, of said destitute 
soldiers' orphans, from their respective mothers, guardians, or next 
friends; and all such conveyances and transfers heretofore made, or 
that may hereafter be made, to the State Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans' shall be valid and binding upon said mothers, guardians, 
and next friends, and also upon said orphans till their arrival at the 
age of sixteen years; and if said orphans abscond, or be withdrawn 
without his consent from the custody of the Superintendent, or from 
the institution in which he shall place them, they, and all persons 
withdrawing or harboring them, shall thereupon become liable to 
the provisions of the act of Assembly relating to absconding ap- 
prentices. 

Section 4. That the Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans shall, by 
and with the advice and approval of the Governor, prescribe rules 
and regulations for the government of institutions becoming Sold- 
diers' Orphan Schools, designate the minimum number and grade of 
employes necessary, speeify the character and quality of food and 
clothing that shall be furnished, and which shall be similar for all 
institutions of the same grade in the State, and decide upon a course 
of study to be pursued, which course shall embrace, at least, the 
usual branches of a good, common school education, together with 
instruction in vocal music, military tactics, and calisthenics, and the 
greatest variety possible of household and domestic pursuits, and 
mechanical and agricultinral employments, consistent with the re- 
spective sexes and ages of said orphan children and their school- 
room studies; he shall visit each Soldiers' Orphan School at least 
once in each quarter, either in person or by deputy, remaining at 
least twenty-four hours in each. 

Section 5, Application for the admission of soldiers' orphans, en- 
titled to the benefits of this act into the institutions established for 
their education, maintenance shall be made by conveyance and 
transfers to the Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans, in accordance 
with provisions of sectM)n third of this act expcuted under oath, 
by the mother, if living, and by the guardian or next friend, if the 
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mother be dead, or has abandoned such orphans, but all applications 
must be approved by the board of school directors, controUere, or 
superintending committee of the district, ward, or city in which the 
mother resides, if she makes the application, or in which the orphans 
leside, in other cases, and the Superintendent may require auch other 
certificate, from a superintending committee, whicli committee shall 
be appointed and hold office at the discretion of the Superintendent, 
and by and with the consent of the (Governor, or from such other 
source as he may deem necessary. 

Section 6. That the said Superintendent be and is hereby author- 
ized and directed to procure a school or schools, or home or homes for 
the children of the colored soldiers and sailors who fell in the recent 
rebellion, subject to the same regulations and restrictions provided 
in relation to the education and maintenance of the orphans of our 
white soldiers and sailors: Provided, That when he may deem it 
expedient to do so, the said Superintendent may waive the restriction 
in regard to number and acres and extent of accommodation in the 
case of schools or homes for colored orphans. 

Section 7. That all contracts made by said Superintendent shall be 
characterized alike by a wise economy and a just regard for services 
rendered, and that no contract shall be made for a longer period than 
one year, unless with the sanction of the Governor, and in cases in 
which it is clearly the interest of the State to contract for a longer 
period, such period in no case, however, to exceed five years: Pro- 
vided, That all the contracts made under this act may be annulled at 
any time for failure to fulfill the conditions of such contracts on the 
part of any contractor, of which failure the Governor and Super- 
intendent shall be the judges; and that every such contract shall 
be made upon the condition of the continuance of said Soldiers' Or- 
phan Schools by the Legislature of the State. 

Section 8. That the said Superintendent may, with the consent of 
the Governor, afford partial relief in kind, not exceeding thirty dol- 
lars per annum for each orphan, in case where, in his judgment, it 
is proper to suffer the orphans to remain with their surviving parents, 
or relatives, or guardians, and to receive instruction in the public 
schools of the Commonwealth. 

Section 9. That all bids for the maintenance and education of the 
soldiers' orphans shall be paid quarterly, by warrant drawn directly 
upon the State Treasurer, signed by the Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans, who shall file a receipted bill for the same in the Auditor 
General's office before issuing the n£xt quarterly warrant, which the 
State Treasurer is hereby forbidden to pay until such receipted bill 
is thus filed: Provided, That all amounts appropriated for the pur- 
chase of clothing, and the payment of partial relief, salaries and in- 
cidental expenses, may be drawn by the State Superintendent of Sol- 
diers' Orphans, upon the warrants of the Governor, and the bills for 
the same settled semi-annually, at the Auditor General's office, in 
the usual manner. 

Section 10. That the Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans shall 
require monthly, quarterly and annual reports, according to such 
form as he shall prescribe, from each institution receiving soldiers' 
orphans' at the expense of the State; and that said Superintendent 
shall, not later than the first day of December, one thousand eight 
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liuDdied aud sixty-seven, and anDually thereafter, make a detailed 
report to the (jovei'nor of this Commonwealtb, of all the soldiers' 
orphans under his chaige, their condition and progress, the numbers 
of each respective age, from four to sixt<;en yeai's, and such other in- 
formation as he may deem expedient, together with the statement of 
receipts iind disbursements by iti-m, and estimates for ensuing years. 

Section 11. That when any of said orphans shall have arrived at 
the age of sixteen, or sooner, if deemed expedient, said Superinten- 
dent shiill, at the written request of said orphan, and of his or her 
mother, guardian or next friend, put or bind bim or her out to such 
trade and employment, and to such master or mistress, or employer, 
as shall thus be requested, aud for such terms as shall expire, if a 
male, at or before the age of twenty-one, and if a female, at or before 
the age of eighteen years; in which indenture of apprenticeHhip, there 
shall be included such covenants for the future edui-ation of the 
orphan as said Superintendent may prescribe; and such apprentice- 
ship shall be in all other respects, not herein provided for, subject ot 
the provisions of the act of Assembly relating to masters and appren- 
tices, and the supplements thereto. 

Section l^i. That upon arrival at the age of sixteen years each of 
said orphans who shall not desire to be apprenticed to a tradeor em- 
[iloynient, shall be restored to Ihe mother, guardian, or next friend, 
with a full outfit of clothes, and a certificate signed by the Superin- 
tendent and the principal of the proper school, showing his or her 
moral standing, and literary and industrial attainments and quali- 
fication. 

Section 13. That the year, for all operations under this act, shall 
begin on the first Monday of June in each year, and end on the day 
preceding the first Monday of June of the next succeeding; and 
all appropriations, hereafter made, shall be for the year, as herein 
determined, and made in like manner, and at the same time, as ap- 
propriations are now made for the general expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

Section 14. That nil arts or parts of ai-ts. heretofore passed, and 
inconsistent with this act, be and they are hereby repealed. 



ACT OF 1889. 
To provide for the conlinuance of the education and inaintenance of 
the destitute orphans of deceased soldiers, sailors and marines and 
the destitute children of permanently disabled soldiers, sailors and 
marines of the State. 

Whereas, On the first day of June, one thousand eight hund^-ed 
and ninety, as appears from the report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, there will be left under the care of the State and 
undergoing education in the soldiers' orphans' schools, about fifteen 
hundred and forty-nine children whose ages will range at the date 
from five to sixteen years: 

And whereas. The greater number of these children have no homes 
and no persons to maintain and educate them, and the people of the 
Commonwealth are desirous that they shall he maintained at the 
public expense; therefore. 
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Section 1. Be it enacted. &e., That tlie Governor and five members 
of the Gtenenil Assembly, con»istin(>; of two Renatora and three mem- 
bers of the House <>f Representatives, who shall be appointed by the 
Tresideut pro ti'nipore of the Kenate and the Spealier of the House, 
respectively, together with a committee of five honorably diacliargecl 
soldiers members of the Grand Army of the Republic, be and the 
same are hereby constituted a Commission, wlio shall have power and 
anthority vested in them under this act, from June first, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-nine, to take charge of all children 
then in the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, or other institutions employed 
as Soldiers' Orphan Homes and Schools. 

Section 2. That the Governor, the Senators and Members of the 
House of Representatives a])pointed on such Commission, shall be 
members thereof until the third Wednesday in January, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-one. when their suc<'es8or8 shall be 
named by the presiding officer as aforesaid of the respective branches 
of the Legislature, and they shall continue an members of the Com- 
mission for the term of two yeai-M thereafter, and the successorh 
shall be appointed in liie annie umnner and continued their member- 
ship for the same term. The committee of honorably discharged sol- 
diers shall be a]i]iotntcd by the Department Commander of the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania, (irand Army of the Republic, and shall 
continue in office during the pleasure of said Department Com- 
mander. In case of a vacancy in the Soldiers' Oi-j)lian ScIiooIn Coin 
mission by death or any cause, the appointing power provided for 
shall have power to fill vacancies for the unexpired term. 

Section 3. That no compensation shall be allowed any members of 
the said Commission, save their actual expenses, and no member of 
the Commission shall be interested or concerned, financially, in any 
institution or school having charge or maintenance of said children. 
A suitable office at Harrisburg for the use of the Commission, shall 
be provided by the Commonwealth. 

Section 4. That the said Commission shall elect from their own 
number, a president and secretary, and shall have power to appoint 
one male inspector and one female inspector, at a maximum salary 
for both, which shall not exceed twenty-eight hundred dollars and 
traveling expenses not to exceed four hundred dollars each per an- 
num, one chief clerk and one assistant clerk, at a maximum salary 
for lioth not excwding thirty-two hundred dollars, said salaries and 
number of clerks to be reduced from time to time as may be found 
expedient. 

Section 5. That the said Soldiers' Orphan Commission is hereby 
authorized and empowered to rent such buildings as may be neces- 
sary for the accommodation of the aforesaid orphans, and to appoint 
all oflleers, teachers and employes that may be found necessary for 
the proper care, maintenance and education at the expense of the 
State, and until the age of sixteen years, of the soldiers' children now 
in the several Soldiers' Orphan Schools in the Commonwealth, under 
the provision of the act approved the ninth day of April, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-seven, and its supplements: Provided, 
That the authority hereby given to rent property shall not empower 
the Commission to pay an annual rental that shall exceed six per 
centum of cash value thereof, to be determined by three appraisers, 
one appointed on the part of the Commission, and one by the 
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owner or owDers of the property, and the two selected shall choose 
the third: Provided further, That the said Soldiers' Orphan Commis- 
sion shall not contract in any ease with any Individual, or firm, oi- 
partnership, or gyndicatP, for the care and maintenance of eaid sol- 
diers' children, except for temporary care during the reorganization 
provided for in this act, for a period not exceeding six months from 
the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine: 
And provided still further, That nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to prevent the said Soldiers' Orphan Commission, at their 
discretion, from placing such children as boarding pupils in the 
Pennsylvania State College, the State Normal Schools, or in char- 
tered orphanages or homes for friendless children not conducted for 
profit, and paying to such college, Normal schools, or charitable in- 
stitutions, for the maintenance, clothing and education of such sol- 
diers' children a sura not exceeding annually one hundred and forty 
dollars per capita. 

Section 6. That the Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall have power 
to make and prescribe roles and regulations for the government of 
institutions receiving Soldiers' Orphans, specify the character and 
quality of food and clothing that shall be furnished, and which shall 
be similar for all institntions of the same kind in the State, and 
decide upon the course of study to be pursued, which course shall 
embrace at least the usual branches of a good common school educa- 
tion, together with instructions in vocal music, military tactics, 
where practicable, and calisthenics, and the greatest variety possible 
of household pursuits and mechanical and agricultural employments 
consistent with the respective sexes and ages of the said orphan chil- 
dren and their school room studies, and such rules as they deem nec- 
essary to carry out the provisions of this act. 

Section 7, That all the contracts for supplies, made under this act, 
may be annulled at any time for failure to fulfill the conditions of 
such contracts on the part of any contractor, of which failure the 
Commission shall be judges. 

Section 8. That all bills incurred shall be certified by the president 
and secretary of tho Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools and 
paid quarterly by warrant drawn directly upon the State Treasurer 
by the .\uditor General. 

Section 9. That the said Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall, not 
later than the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-nine, and annually thereafter, make a detailed report 
to the Legislature of the Commonwealth of all the Soldiers' Orphans 
under their charge, their condition and progress, the number of each 
respective age from five to sixteen years, and such other information 
as they may deem expedient together with the statement of receipts 
and disbursements, by items, and estimates for the ensuing year. 

Section 10. That upon arrival at the age of sixteen years, each of 
said orphans shall be restored to his or her father, mother, guardian 
or next friend, with a full outfit of clothes and a certificate, signed by 
the principal of the proper school in which such orphan has been 
maintained and educated, showing his or her moral standing and 
literary or industrial attainments and qualifications. 

Section 11. That the year for all provisions under this act shall 
begin on the first day of June in each year, and end on the thirty-first 
day of May of the year next succeeiiiing. 
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Section 12. The Legislature shall make necessary appropriation 
for contingent and traveling expeases of the Commisaion, and for 
the education and maintenance, including clothing, of each orphan or 
dostitute child of permanently disabled soldiers, sailois or marines 
under the care of the said Commission, the sum of one hundred and 
forty dollars, or so much thereof as may be neceeaary. 

Section 13. That all money remaining to the credit of Department 
of Soldiers' Orphan Schools upon the first day of June, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-nine, shall be placed to the credit of the 
Cotuiitission created by this act. 

Section 14. That all nets and parts of acts and supplements there- 
to, heretofore passed, which are inconsistent with this act, be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 



ACT OF 1893. 

Providing for the erection of the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' In- 
dustrial School, the purchase of land and the erection and equip- 
ment of the building and buildings necessary therefor, making ap- 
propriations for such purposes, erection and equipment and the 
maintenance of children admitted therein, placing the care of the 
same in the Commission now known as the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, and regulating the 
admissions to the said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial 
School and the said Soldiers' Orphan Schools. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &e., That there shallbe erected at some 
point within the State, easily accessible, a building or buildings, to 
be known as the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School. 

Section 2. That the Commission now in charge of the Soldiers' Or- 
phan Schools, are empowered to purchase not more than one hundred 
acres of ground, the title of which shall be vested in the Common- 
wealth, and to erect buildings thereon, equipping the same with 
shops, tools, etc., for industrial training as well as for the educational 
course, and for the maintenance of the Soldiers' Orphans, first taking 
security for the faithful performance of all contracts, and for the 
completion of the building and buildings in a substantial, good, and 
workmanlike manner. 

Section 3. The said Commission, as now constituted, shall con- 
tinue until the third Wednesday in January, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-seven, at which time there shall be appointed by the 
President pro tempore of the Senate, two members thereof, and by 
the Spealter of the House, three members thereof, to serve for two 
years, and the Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic, shall then recommend to the Governor 
five honorably discharged soldiers for the appointment, who, if ap- 
proved by the Governor, shall be appointed to serve for two years. 
The Governor shall be a member ex-officio of the said Commission. 
At the expiration of the said terms of the said appointees their suc- 
cessors shall be appointed in like manner and for like terra. Vacan- 
cies occurring in the membership of the said Commission shall be 
filled by the appointing powers as above set forth.

Section 4. The said uonimiasion shall elect, from tlieir owii Hum- 
bert, a president, secretary, flnancial secretary and treasurer, and 
shall employ all necsssary clerks, teachers and employes necessary 
for the proper conduct and care of the schools, 

Section 5. The said Coiuaiissiou shall havi' full power to couri.iiu- 
the Soldiers' Orphan Schools as now constituted, or, if necessary, 
change either, any or all of theiu, to other localities, until such time 
or times as the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School 
shall be completed or suHlciently advanced to accommodate said or- 
phans, when the Commission shall close all of the said Soldiers' Or- 
phan Schools. 

Section 6. The said Commission, under such rules and forms of 
applications as it may adopt, shall be and is hereby authorized to 
admit to said Soldiers' Orphan Schools, or to the Pennsylvania Sol- 
diers' Orphans' Industrial School, soldiers' orphans, of parents resi- 
dents of this State, for a continuous period of not less than five years 
prior to their application, who shall be under fourteen years of age, 
to be educated and maintained therein until they shall severally be- 
come sixteen years of age, unless sooner discharged for cause by 
ordei" of the Coihinission. 

Section 7. Preference in admission shall be as follows: 

First — Pull orphans, the children of honorably discharged soldiers, 
sailors or marines who served in the war for the suppression of the 
rebellion, and were members of Pennsylvania commands, or, having 
served in the commands of other states, or of the United States, were 
residents of Pennsylvania at the time of enlistment. 

Second— Children of such honorably discharged soldiers, sailors 
or marines as abo\e, whose father may be deceased and mother 
living. 

Third— Children of such honorably discharged soldiers, sailors op 
marines as above, whose parents may either, or both, be permanently 
disabled. 

Section 8. In order that the benefits of industrial training may be 
given to the children now in its soldiers' orphan schools, and who 
may arrive at the age to be discharged at or about the time of the 
opening of the said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, the said 
Commission is hereby empowered to extend the time of the dis- 
charge of such children, who may be fifteen and sixteen years of age, 
for the space of two years additional. 

Section 9, The per capita rate of the appropriation for the educa- 
tion and maintenance of the children admitted in the Pennsylvania 
Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School shall not exceed the sum of two 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 10. Xo compensation shall he allowed any member of the 
said Commission, except such reasonable expenses as they may incur 
in the performance of their duties, and no member of said Commis- 
sion shall be directly or indirectly interested, financially, in any 
school under care of said Commission, or in the education and main- 
tenance of said soldiers' orphans, nor in furnishing supplies to or for 
the same, nor in the purchase of lands, erertion of buildings, or equip- 
ment of the same. 

Section 11. The said Commission shall, on or before the third 
Wednesday in January of each year, present to the Legislature, 
under oath, a detailed report of the financial transaction of the 
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preceding year, setting forth in detail tlie amount o( all moneys or 
other property received on account of such Pennsylvania Soldiers' 
Orphans' Industrial School, and an itemized statement of the dis- 
bursements thereof. 

Section 12. That the year for all provisions under this act shall 
begin on the fii-st day of June in each year, and end on the thlrty-flrat 
day of May of the year then next succeeding. 

Section 13. To carry out the provisions of this act the following 
Bums of money are hereby specifically appropriated out of any money 
ill the treasury not otherwise appropriated, which sums shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, who 
shall first be required to give a bond in the sum to be named by the 
said Commission, with security for the proper application of such 
moneys. 

First — For the establishing, building, furnishing and fitting up of 
said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, as herein- 
before provided, the aura of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Second — For the education and maintenance of the children, ad- 
mitted to said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, for the year end- 
ing May thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-tour, the 
sum of ten thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Third — For the education and maintenance of the children ad- 
mitted to said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, for the year end- 
ing May thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, the 
sura of fifty thousand dollars, or so ranch thereof as may be neces- 
sary. 

Fourth — For the expenses of the CommiesioD, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, the sum of three thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary. 

Section 14. All moneys to be paid on the warrant of the Auditor 
General, drawn on the State Treasurer upon requisition, approved 
and certified to by the said Commission. 

Section 15. Any balance remaining unexpended for the year one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety four shall be available for the 
year one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, in addition to the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars herein appropriated for that year. 

Section W. That all acts or parts of arts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed.

Entitled an act to extend the benefits of the Soldiers' Orphans' In- 
dustrial School, and the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, to the children 
of honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines of the 
Spanish- American war. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c.. That the Commission of Soldiers" 
Orphans' Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, under such rules and 
forms of application as it may adopt, shall and is hereby authorized 
and required to admit to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Industrial 
School, or to the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, orphans of honorably dis- 
charged soldiers, sailors and marines of the Spanish-American war, 
subject to present laws governing the control of said schools. 
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AN ACT 

To amend section six of an act, entitled "An act providing for the 
erection of the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School; 
the purchase of ]aDd and the erection and equipment of the build- 
ing and buildings necessary therefor; making appropriations for 
such purposes as erection and equipment, and the maintenance of 
the children admitted therein, placing the care of the same in the 
CommisHion now known aa the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan 
Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, and regulating the admis- 
sions to the said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School 
and the said Soldiers' Orphan Schools," approved the twenty-sev- 
enth day of May, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-three: Provided. That in certain eases pupils may remain at 
the Soldiers' Orphans Industrial Schools after attaining the age 
of sixteen years.

The said Commission, under such rules and forms of 
application as it may adopt, shall be and is hereby authorized to ad 
mit to said Soldiers' Orphan School, or to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' 
Orphans' Industrial School, soldiers' orphans of parents residents of 
this State for a continuous period of not less than five years prior to 
their application, who shall be under fourteen years of age to he edu- 
cated and maintained therein until they shall severally become six- 
teen years of age unless sooner discharged for cause by order of the 
Commission," be amended to read as follows: 

Section 6. The said Commission, under such rules and forms of 
application at it may adopt, shall he and is hereby authorized to ad- 
mit to said Soldiers' Orphan School, or to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' 
Orphans' Industrial School, soldiers' orphans, of parents residents of 
this State for a continuous period of not less than five years prior to 
their application, who shall be under fourteen years of age, to be edu- 
cated and maintained therein until they shall be severally become six- 
teen years of age unless sooner discharged for cause by order of the 
Commission. 

Provided, That in the case of pupils at the Soldiers' Orphans' In- 
dustrial School reaching the age of sixteen between the first day of 
January in any year and the thirtieth day of June of the same year, 
the said pupil may, at the discretion of the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools, remain at the school until the thirtieth day of June 
following the date at which he or she may reach the age of sixteen. 

Provided further, That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with be and the same are hereby repealed.

To amend eection eight of an act, entitled "Ad act proyidiug for the 
erection of the Pennsylvania Soldiera' Orphans Indoatrial School;

such purposes as erection and equipment, of the building and 
buildings necessary therefor; and the maintenance of the children 
admitted therein; placing the care of the same in the commission 
now known as the Commission of Soldiera' Orphan Schools of the 
State of Pennsylvania, and regulating the admissions to the said 
Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School and the said 
Soldiers' Orphan Schools," approved the twenty-seventh day of 
May, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and ninety-three; 
providing, that at the discretion of the said Commission of Sol- 
diers' Orphan Schools, pupils may remain at the Soldiers' Orphans* 
Industrial School after attaining the age of sixteen years. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c.. That section eight of an act, entitled 
"An act providing for the erection of the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Or- 
phans' Industrial School; the purchase of land and the erection and 
equipment of the building and buildings necessary therefor; making 
appropriation tor such purposes as erection and equipment, and the 
maintenance of the children admitted therein; placing the care of the 
same in the commission now known as the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orphan School of the State of Pennsylvania, and regulating the ad- 
missions to the said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial 
School and the said Soldiers' Orphan Schools," approved the twenty- 
seventh day of May, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-three, which reads as follows: 

"Section 8. In order that the benefits of industrial training may 
be given to the children now in its Soldiers' Orphan Schools and who 
may arrive at the age to be discharged at or about the time of the 
opening of the said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, the said 
Commission is hereby empowered to extend the time of the dis- 
charge of such children, who may be fifteen and sixteen years of 
age, for the space of two years additional," be amended to read as 
follows :

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AN ACT 

To extend the benefits of the Soldiers' Oi-phan Industrial Schools to 
the children of honorary discharged soldiers, sailors and marines 
of the Philippine war. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orplian Hchoois of thf State of I'eniisylvauia, under such rules and 
forms of applicatioQ as it may adopt, shall and is hereby authorized 
and required to admit to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphan Indus- 
trial School, or to the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, orphan or destitute 
children of honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines of 
the Philippine war; subject to the present laws governing the con- 
trol of the schools. 
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
